The Taneytown branch of the 
Carroll County Historical Society 
sponsored a Teapot Display on Fri- 
day, January 18th at the municipal 
building in Taneytown. 

The committee made a door-to-door 
canvass, encouraging those who were 
too modest, and pleading with some 
who were a little obstinate, to bring 
their wares. This ‘League for the 
Preservation of the Past’ would never 
take ‘no’ for an answer. They per- 
sisted until the housewife had peered 
into the topmost shelf of the kitchen 
cupboard, They waited until she 
climbed up the attic stairs to explore 
in all the dust covered boxes. They 
were still dissatisfied until she had 
fumbled around in every dark corner 
and cranny in search of a teapot that 
might have been hidden away in days 
gone by and forgotten 

hey did not seek in vain for finally 
two hundred and fifty teapots of al- 
most every known type, shape, ma- 
terial and size were placed in the 
following classes: Silver, lustre, china, 
pottery, pewter, copper, tin, modern 
and miniature. 

One of the high-lights of the show 
was a King’s Rose but the lid was 
missing. Anyone knowing the where- 
abouts of a lid I believe could easily 
dispose of it by getting in touch with 
The Spinning Wheel. 

Other beautiful china teapots were 
the early Staffordshire ones in blue, 
pink and gray. 

The lady who brought the lovely 
mulberry Staffordshire one has a set 
of dishes to match it in her corner 
cupboard at home. 

A Franklin Memorial teapot was in 
dark blue Staffordshire. 

One in Chelsea was resting on a 
plate to match. 

Moss Rose design was well repre- 
sented both in Iron Stone and in 
Haviland. 

One in Leeds was present in white 
with blue design.

I am well pleased with the results of 
my want ads. There are however a 
very large number of people who 
answer want ads like mine who fail 
to give any kind of description of the 
articles as to size, shape, iidicrial, 
decorations, etc. Often I receive two 
and three page letters listing items 
that I may want, but there being no 
description whatsoever, I am obliged 
to pass them up. I am a large buyer 
by mail and find the results very sat- 
isfactory, especially when items are 
intelligently described. 

Another factor that is disturbing to 
the dealer who purchases by mail is 
PACKING. Frequently we dealers 
pay an exorbitant price for items, 
sight unseen, only to find that the one 
from whom we purchase these items, 
after getting his money in advance, 
packs the things so poorly, they more 
than frequently get damaged. The 
shipper has his money, but the buyer 
has to fight with claim agents, etc., 
for a settlement. 

Is there not something that can be 
done to remedy the situation?” 
(Editor’s Note) Something should be 
done to remind the public that con- 
ditions such as this are completely 
unnecessary. Listed below are a few 
suggestions on HOW to answer a 
Want Ad. 

1. Give NAME and QUANTITY of 
item of which you wish to dispose. 
2. NAME of maker (if any). 
3. Complete description of item con- 
taining the following: 
A. Color, and decorating (if fur- 
niture, type of wood) 


B. Dimensions 
C. Approximate age, if not a 
definitely classified piece. 
D. Proof of authenticity 
E. Any other outstanding fact 
that may interest prospective 
purchaser. 
4. Price 
5. State how you will ship and type 
of payment requested. 

Enough emphasis cannot be put on 
“PACKING OF ANTIQUES FOR 
SHIPMENT”. It seems strange that 
anyone interested enough to buy or 
sell Antiques, would not, too, be in- 
terested enough in their preservation 
to take extra precaution in their 
packing. The fact that Antique items 
cannot be replaced is enough, without 
mentioning the recipient’s welfare 
who has already paid for his goods 
and who is in for many headaches if 
they are damaged upon their arrival. 
We might mention here, that Mr. M. 
O. Kindred of The What-Not Shop 
in Des Moines, Iowa has one of the 
finest methods of packing his goods 
for shipment. If the item is glassware, 
it is first wrapped in several layers of 
tissue paper. If it has removable parts, 
each part is wrapped thusly. Secondly, 
the outer carton, which is of strong 
fibre cardboard, is cushioned with 
myriads of confetti-style waste paper. 
The tissue wrapped items are then 
placed in the very center of this 
cushioning (which extends to every 
corner of the carton) and more con- 
fetti-style paper is placed on top until 
the contents of the carton are secure. 
On the very top of the box is a strong 
piece of corrugated cardboard. The 
carton is then taped carefully to avoid 
opening in travel, and upon shaking 
it is impossible to denote that the 
contents of the package might be 
china or glass. 

NO TIME TAKEN IN THE CARE- 
FUL PACKING OF INVALUABLE 
ITEMS IS ILL-SPENT. 
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Harmony in Hardware 
and Design 


By WILLIAM BALL, JR. 


There have been so many requests 
for information about some particular 
types of furniture hardware that 
haven’t, so far, been covered in this 
series of articles that I am taking 
the privilege of digressing a bit this 
month to answer some of these. 

Some of these requests follow: 
“We have some old brasses that look 
like knobs with very fancy faces, but 
the stems are long and slender. These 
do not appear to be strong enough to 
be used as pulls on drawers, can you 
tell us that they are?” Another re- 
quest was-—“We have a set of rosette 
pulls on a Hepplewhite Chest of 
Drawers. The rosettes are made of 
castings, and it is our opinion that 
all these brasses are old ones and 
were the original brasses on the piece, 
but we have been told that all such 
rosettes should be made from stamp- 
ings, and, therefore, they cannot be 
originals; will you please advise us?” 
Another reads, “Will you _ settle 
an argument between another dealer 
and myself? I have a fine Philadel- 
phia-type Chest of Drawers of the 
Chippendale period, it is completely 
original, and apparently never had 
anything on it but ring pulls. Cus- 
tomers of mine, who, have said it 
should be equipped with Chippendale 
plate brasses, perhaps of the open- 
work variety, have let it go at that, 
but one particular dealer claims, 
definitely, that ring pulls were never 
used during such an early period. I 
enclose a sketch of this ring pull and 
would ask for your comments.” 


Answers to these inquiries should 
be as follows: The knobs with the 
long stems were not designed to be 
knobs at all, but were used for a 
number of purposes, the most common 
use being curtain tie-back ornaments, 
in which the stem formed the place 
for the band around the curtain or 
drape or if used without bands the 
drape was supported on the stem. 
Some of these date back to 1750 and 
even earlier. The majority were of 
beautiful workmanship, some oval, 
some octagonal, etc. Some were faced 
with Battersea enamel medallions, 
some of the later ones were faced with 
glass something in appearance like 
small paper weights, but most of them 
were faced with a fancy floral or leaf 
design stamped or cast. These stem 
knobs were also used as mirror and 
picture frame supports, but especially 
on the Adam type mirrors which were 
many times hung with a cord, but 
rested firmly on the stems of the 
knob shanks. We illustrate a few 
reproductions. 

The rosettes on the Hepplewhite 
piece, as per the second inquiry out- 
lined, undoubtedly are original ones, 
and are, quite likely, a production of 
a transitional period. 

The early rosettes on all such pulls 
were cast, but then some one had the 
bright idea of bringing un the detail 
to a finer degree by making a die in 
steel and then restamping castings in 
this die, and all such rosettes -have a 
very nice, sharp detail. Most such 
rosettes are rather small, usually 
round or oval and with a very fine 
rope or reeded edging. This type of 
production was short-lived, because 
the date that the work was done was 
about 1785 and very shortly after 
that period England was rolling thin 
sheet brass in volume enough to be 
used for furniture mounts. You can 
see what an easy conversion tock 
place by eliminating the casting of 
the rosettes first—in short, small pieces 
of sheet brass were stamped in these 
same dies. In our collection we have 
a number of rosettes that show that 
they were made in the same die, the 
base material being of both kinds 
i.e. castings and sheet brass. 

Regarding the Philadelphia Type 
Chest of Drawers—ring pulls on this 
particular piece are beyond a doubt 
all original. I say this without seeing 
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them because no manufacturer abroad 
or in this country has, to my 
knowledge, ever produced that exact 
design as a reproduction, and also 
because that particular style of ring 
pull was used in that period even 
though they were rarely used. I wish 
we had a photo that could accompany 
this article that would show this par- 
ticular ring pull, but we haven’t. The 
ring pull in question has an octagonal 
outline with a circular interior geo- 
metrical design the unusual feature 
being that it also has two posts at the 
top instead of the usual one and the 
bail itself, or drop part, is octagonal 
to conform to the plate outline. These 
were the earliest of the ring pull 
variety and are extremely scarce to- 
day, part of the reason being that they 
were not generally used—they were 
ahead of their time, and also because 
the construction was rather weak and 
many sets of them were broken and 
destroyed. 

This same type of ring pull, and 
some of them even with two posts 
fastenings, were made at a later date, 
the design varied little until after 
1810. 

Questions are asked about finials 
for Secretary Desks. Pieces on which 
finials were placed are rather scarce 
and usually of an unusual type of 
construction, and the finials; there- 
fore, varied considerably some of 
them were made of carved wood in 
the form of semi-bust and heads of 
well-known persons, some of them 
were floral carved ornaments, and 
some others were plain round turn- 
ings of a type such as you would find 
on a steeple top andiron. We, of 
course, are primarily concerned with 
these styles of ornaments as made in 
brass, and here, again, all sorts were 
utilized, the most common American 
type being a spread Eagle for the 
center of an arched or hooded top 
with bun-and-spire finials at the ends. 
Some Secretaries and glass cupboards 
have five such ornaments—two of the 
bun-and-spire finials at each side of 
a center Eagle ornament, sometimes 
a single ornament of brass with an 
Eagle or Floral design was used. The 
floral design being quite similar to 
the basket of fruit curtain tie back 
illustrated herewith. 

Another question which is often 
asked of us is “Why do persons call 
my door knocker, which is of the 
type as outlined on this sketch, a 
Hancock door knocker’. The answer 
is, that perhaps sometime or other 
some one has written about the front 
door on John Hancock’s residence on 
which this particular knocker was 
shown and through succeeding years 
it formed a very easy reference name 
when describing that particular 
knocker. This was accentuated some- 
what during recent years by the 
manufacturers of door knockers using 
residence and personal names in 
describing their reproductions. 

Quite possibly there are designs of 
door knockers that could be attributed 
to particular individuals. It isn’t, as 
an example, too far fetched to believe 
that Paul Revere made at least one 
original design for a door knocker, 
the same might be true of Thomas 
Jefferson. I have on my own front 
door a knocker made by William 
Ball, the silver smith. I say this was 
made by him, but quite possibly it 
wasn’t designed by him. It is a design 
that is usual enough, the unusual 
feature being that it has an over-lay 
of silver—the silver is about the thick- 
ness that you would find in a choco- 
late pot, and it is completely over-laid 
and brazed together and shows the 
craftsmanship of an excellent maker, 
although the touch mark is missing. 
This particular knocker has _ been 
handed down through the family, and 
if I would represent it as a William 
Ball knocker with the purpose in mind 
of selling it, quite possibly, I would 
be stretching the point to a breakable 
degree. As far as the Ball family is 
concerned, however, it is definitely 
made by William Ball—actually some 
of the history is documented.

Another question often asked is 
about drawer and cupboard locks of 
the common variety as used on corner 
cupboards, glass cupboards, chest of 
drawers, etc. Many persons wish to 
know whether their particular locks 
are old or reproductions. This is one 
of those things that we will never 
know. The fact of the matter is that 
the earliest makers of the common 
types of locks adopted a type of 
mechanism that is based on sound 
principles, and is still used on locks 
being made today. There are, of 
course, some few indications such as— 
the way the pins were riveted, 
whether or not the back plate is of 
one outline or another, whether the 
spring is a hand-hammered one or a 
machine made type. These indications 
are only apparent, however, on locks 
made after about 1855 — all of the 
ones dating beyond that point are so 
much alike that in some instances it 
is practically impossible to tell them 
apart. To wind up this article; we 
have illustrated a number of items, 
and we will call attention to some of 
them. The floral ornament bar with a 
ring on it is for needle-point bell pull, 
the escutcheon that is illustrated was 
made both right and left hand so that 
there would be a right and left 
escutcheon on any double door. This 
is a ——— that is often asked, but 
many th riginal é lidn't 
use them as viehien and lefts. The small 
screw post ring wasn’t used on desk 
interior drawers, but as picture frame 
rings for Currier & Ives and other 
types of earlier small frames. The 
Eagle hook illustrated could be used 
for any number of things today, I 
think it is safe to say they were 
originally used to hang coats and hats, 
and warming pans, etc., at fireplaces. 
The jamb hook, that is the double 
extension hook on the oval plate, is 
used to lean fire tool handles against 
mantel frame or stile; commonly 
known as jamb hooks they are made 
in a number of types, some of them 
of single construction generally used 
as right and left—on either side, and 
many of them were equipped with 
small finials at the ends of the curve. 
The flatish type finial is a definite 
Franklin stove type of finial and not 
for andirons, this is another question 
that is often asked. The escutcheon 
with a cover mounted on it with a 
rivet can be very appropriately used 
on the lids of desks regardless of the 
type of pull providing the desk is 
equipped with a Chippendale plate or 
rosette type of brass. This particular 
escutcheon is used on nothing else. 
The small catch with a_ separate 
keeper, illustrated, is a type many 
times used on the inside of the left 
door of the cupboard. This is only one 
of actually hundreds of designs made 
in different ways to serve the same 
purpose. Many of the earliest ones 
were made of wood and some of the 
finest ones were made of wrought 
iron, and hand hammered. Last but 
not least is a very important point 
that all too seldom we are asked 
about: That is the definitions of fur- 
niture mountings. Without going into 
too much detail — a ROSETTE for 
furniture would be the back plate 
through which a single fastening is 
mounted. It could be the back plate 
of a knob, or the back plate of a drop 
bail or the back plate of a cupboard 
turn, etc. An ESCUTCHEON for 
antique furniture means any plate 
with a key hole cut in it, and usually 
with small pin holes drilled in it for 
mounting in front of a key lock. 

A PULL when referring to antique 
furniture mounts, consists of any com- 
plete unit used as a means of opening 
a drawer or a door. An oval PULL 
would therefore consist of a _ back 
plate, two posts and nuts, and a bail. 
Many times persons speak of pulls 
when they mean the drop part or bail 
only. An ESCUTCHEON PULL is 
many times used on a Chippendale 
plate type brass—this consists of the 
complete PULL with the key hole cut 
in the plate.
